Yet none of the charm that has 
been their heritage over the years has been sacri- 
ficed. When a home is referred to on these pages as 
mk "Colonial," it is an indication that it is inspired by 
particularly charming homes of our Colonial ances- 
tors. There are many different types of Colonial 
homes and in some instances the descriptions will be 
more specific, such as "Cape Cod" or "Garrison." 
These are, of course, Colonial homes, but certain 
features of their architecture are so immediately 
recognizable that a more specific designation than 
"Colonial" is indicated. 

These home plans represent the combined archi- 
tectural skill of many specialists in small home design. 
All of the factors which have a bearing upon today's 
selection of a home design have been given full con- 
sideration. The three most important of them are: 
attractiveness, economy, and efficiency or practicality. 

There has never been devised a short cut or rule- 
of-thumb method for determining any of these factors 
in architecture. The home design of your choice must 
not only be entirely satisfactory for your individual 
requirements, but it must also be in keeping with the 
other homes of your community.

Efficient engineering of the plans for use of stock lumber 
sizes and standardized materials and equipment. 

Dimensioning of plans for use of framing lumber in even 
lengths, thereby minimizing waste of material and labor. 

Engineering for the use of modular millwork and other mod- 
ular coordinated products.
